While it As a matter of congratula- 


tion fen- the taxpayers of Reno that 
the matter is disposed of. it was only 
a question of time, and some little 
litigation expense, when the attained 
result would materialize. It could not 
have been otherwise, if there is any 
truth 'in the aphorism that law is 
based upon common sense and justice. 
There was no more reason why one- 
half of the license revenue of the city 
should be paid to the state and coun- 
ty than that the other half should be 
given to the federal conscience fund. 
But the Supreme Court has rectified 
the mistake made by the legislature, 
a mistake which occurred in the hur- 
ry and confusion as the session was 
near its close, and which would not 
have crept in if the attention of our 
delegation had been called to the ab- 
surdity of the proposition, as several 
of 
the members have since 
assured 


The Journal, whose editor knew noth- 
ing of the amendment until after the 
passage of the bill. 
Otherwise a pro- 


test would have been entered in these 
columns which would doubtless have 
caused its elimination 
and averted 


the subsequent litigation.

The sum of 


$1800, which was held in escrow, has 
been leleased, and the business men 
of Reno have the assurance that they 
will not be obliged to pay tithing to 
the state and county for the privilege 
of conducting their operations within 
our city limits.

Strong Evidence That Feud Ex- 


ists Among Foreign Laborers 


i in East Reno—Three Arrests 


Made 


'• P. Metri, Bill Relas and James Ta- 
'relas were arrested "at East Reno yes- 
terday afternoon by Constable Wilson 
and Deputy Shields. 
The trio 
is 


charged with 
assault with 
a deadly 


weapon with intent to commit great 
bodily harm. 
The complaining wit- 


ness is John Cairmaducio, who 
is 


now under the care of a physician in 
this city, the outcome of his injuries 
being uncertain. 
It is stated that he 


was attacked Wednesday night about 
6 o'clock by about twenty-five of his 
(fellow countrymen, and in all probab- 
ility other arrests will follow. 


The evidence goes 
t6 show that 


there is a feud existing between fac- 
tions of the Greeks in the new yards. 
'One of the factions caught Cairmadu- 
cio alone and proceeded to beat him 
up and from indications perhaps mur- 
der him. 
' The mixup occurred just about the 
time the day and night forces were 
Changing. 
The complaining witness, 


it seems, was on his way to work and 
in passing the crowd" that 
attacked 


him one said: 
j 


"Cairmaducio, you are lazy, you do 


not work." 


To this he replied: 
"Well, it is not 


your business if I do not work." 


At this juncture' one of the crowd 


stepped forward with a shovel dealt 
Cairamaducio a savage blow on the 
"head, inflicting a deep cut and felling 
him £o the ground. This was a- signs* 
for the remaining twenty-four Greeks 
to join in the task of beating up their 
helpless fellow workman. 
The noise 


attracted one of the foremen, and the 
skulking cowards fearing the loss of 
their jobs and also thinking they had 
murdered Cairamaducio, dispersed. 


The unconscious and battered Greek 


was then picked up by friends and 
carried to his car. 


Yesterday he was brought to town, 


and the matter called to the attention 
of the authorities. 
The battered man 


swore to the complaints against 
the 


three men arrested as well as others. 
The officers then went to the scene 
and lost no time in placing the men 
wanted under arrest 
The foreman 


wanted the entire crew arrested, bui 
Constable Wilson did not have fa- 
cilities for conveying such a number 
of prisoners to town. 


After the attack occurred Wednes- 


day night two of the mob walked to 
Reno and made their way out of the 
country on the first train. 
Another 


wretch, fearful that he had committed 
murder, left yesterday morning.

ning that the officers decided to take

the men into custody. 
The Chossers, 


apparently, knew they were about to 
be arrested, for when 
the 
officers 


called upon them to surrender, the 
father opened fire and a deadly fusl- 
lade ensued. 


Notwithstanding the fact thnt the 


cornel ed embezzlers aimed many shots 
at the deteictives the latter escaped 
without a wound, the Chossers finally 
falling to the floor either dead 
&r 


mortally wounded. 


The noise of the shooting created 


great excitement on the streets and 
attracted a large crowd. 


The bodies of the dead men are now 


at the morgue. 
An inquest will be 


held tomorrow.

The deceased retired at an early 


hour last nig-ht in his room, at 
the 


residence of Mr. Rector,,of 510 Sieria 
street, in his usual good health. This 
morning a telegram from Wadsworth 
came to Kelsey offering hum a, posi- 
tion . 
The message was given James 


Buclden for delivery. 
He went to the 


apartment but a rap failed to arouse 
the occupant. 
The door was forced 


and Kelsey was found dead in bed. 


As a. bottle of cyanide of potassium 


lay on the table the first thought was 
that of suicide. The coroner was no- 
tiflfHl and the body removed to 
the 


morgue. An autopsy was held by Drs. 
Abbott and Hood, but no unnatural 
cause for death was found. Both the 
liver and stomach of the deceased weie 
abnormal, the liver being almost twice 
the natural size. 


An inquest will be held over the re- 


ma/lns today and the doctoi s will ren- 
der a report of the case. 


Little is known of "Loi d" Kelsey, 


as he was familiarly called, before he 
came to Reno. He has been an exten- 
sive traveler and had a wide acquain- 
tance.
